At Sunday morning arraign¬ 
ment before Judge John C. 
Mead, Stratton and Farr plead¬ 
ed guilty, the other three not 
guilty. 

Court trial has been set for 
the latter trio November 13 at 
10:30 a.m. At the same time, 
Judge Mead will sentence the 
other two on charges of ma¬ 
licious mischief. 


Superior Court action brought 
against the city to test the va¬ 
lidity of the subdivision ordi¬ 
nance this week was withdrawn 
by Attorney Noren Eaton on 
behalf of Robert S. Gilbert. 

Eaton said the suit was dis¬ 
missed on the basis of Planning 
Commission action at its last 
meeting which allegedly estab¬ 
lished “precedence” for the di¬ 
vision of more than one lot 
without filing formal subdivi¬ 
sion maps. A new petition will 
be filed with the Commission.

On Thursday last 
the Planning Commission per¬ 
mitted division of two lots 
and this deqrite the fact that 
it bod already been done 
without iirst seeking pennis- 
slon. 

“Another reason for refusal 
was that Mr. Gilbert pro¬ 
posed to divide his property 
into more than two lots. On 
Thursday lost, the Planning 
Commission p e r m i 11 e d the 
property at the southeast cor¬ 
ner of Alegrla and Moimtoln 
Troll to be divided into three 
Igts. 

“Mr. Gilbert feels that it is 
not the intention of the Plon- 
ning Commission to discrim¬ 
inate against him and wishes 
to 'give the Commission an 
opportunity to reconsider his 
problem.'*

Judge John Mead, visibly dis¬ 
turbed as he faced the seven 
young men who have grown up 
in Sierra Madre, said that he 
was meeting “probably one of 
the hardest tests I have ever 
had to face.” 

*T, too, know the parents of 
these boys,” he said, ’’and I 
know that the boys are not 
criminals. However, we do have 
laws made for the protection of 
everyone.
